Stuntman Sets

GRAND PRAIRIE. Tex. J* — 
A stubborn, pug-faced stuntman 
bucked buffeting winds for almost 
24 hours to set a new marathon 
parachute jumping record. 
Neal Stewart, 27, of Birming­ 
ham, Ala., toppled from a small 
plane 124 times yesterday rn 23 
hours, 35 minutes. The old record 
was 123 jumps rn a 24-hour period 
by John W. Swedish of Iowa. 
Several times during the day 
Stewart was forced to use his 
emergency chute when the lines 
of his first chute tangled in the 
main 
canopy. 
S t r o n g 
winds 
grounded him for almost three 
hours during the afternoon and 
came close to ruining his chances 
of setting a new record. Once he 
was knocked out by a hard land­ 
ing. 
Toward the end of the grueling 
test Stewart was making a jump 
almost every IO minutes. 
The first jump was made at 
12:15 a m. (CST*, and the 124th 
jump at 11:50 p.m. 
Stewart jumped at a low altitude 
into a 100-square-yard p l o w e d 
field. As soon as he landed he 
would slip into another parachute 
and a jeep would take him to an­ 
other plane awaiting to take him 
up for another jump.

Since late last winter when the hodgepodge 
arrangem ents for putting together the conven­ 
tion* of the m ajor parties got under way in 
New Hampshire, Americans have been watching 
in bug-eyed amazement. 


They forget after each presidential year that 
• disjointed, aimless, bickering, inefficient and 
frustrating project it is to bring a political 
party to a convention focus. 
And every time they are reminded anew by 
quarrels over delegates and sectional feuds that 
the party comes pretty close to destroying itself 
in the attem pt, they wonder if they have mis­ 
placed their confidence in the two-party system. 


The fact is, there is more of a two-party 
practice than a two-party system. The system 
is held together by a few customs and a great 
m any rules, all subject to change. 


Though the party convention has been a prac­ 
tice since 1831, nothing about selecting dele­ 
gates has become standardized. In some states, 
the rules are rigged from year to year to suit 
the political bosses and the candidates 
The 
reform m ovement which brought the direct 
prim ary into vogue early in this century fizzled 
and died when it was discovered that politi­ 
cians were just as capable of manipulating a 
prim ary as a convention. 


There undoubtedly is a better way to do all 
thia than the way it is being done. As the cli­ 
m ax of the quadrennial mixup which finally 
is resolved into a convention—barring a bolt 
by would-be delegates who didn't make the 
grade—it seems plain that unless a better way 
can be developed, the two-party practice will 
become the victim of its failure to become a 
two-party system.

Must The Show Go On? 
In that squabble over whether or not commit­ 
tee hearings for the

impossible. 
It has become a question as to whether every­ 
thing m ust be done for effect on the listen­ 
ing and looking public, or whether there are 
some things which men should try to do in the 
old-fashioned way. 
One can wonder what the Constitutional Con­ 
vention in 1787 would have accomplished with 
microphone booms, floodlights, flash bulbs end 
running comm entaries by rum and musket sales­ 
m en to keep the delegates’ minds off the self­ 
evident truths they were trying to resolve into 
fundamental law.

Not Enough Direct Shareholders 
Lively interest has been stirred by a Brook­ 
ings Institution study of stock ownership among 
Americans. But not all the interest that has 
been stirred is jelling in the sam e mold. 
The New York Stock Exchange, which back­ 
ed the stu d y , seems inclined to think the exist­ 
ence of 6.500.000 stockholders in 4.750.000 family 
units proves there is a satisfactory basis of 
direct participation in free enterprise. That may 
be dounted. 
In a nation of 156 million persons dependent 
on the capitalistic system, there should be m any 
more direct shareholders than the Brookings 
Institution found. If holders of insurance poli­ 
cies were considered shareholders of sorts in 
the capitalistic system, the total would be im­ 
pressively large, but these are not direct share­ 
holders. Many are not even aware of an in­ 
direct stake in free enterprise. 
The discovery by the Brookings Institution 
that residents of New York state hold more 
*han one-fifth of all shareholdings also is dis­ 
quieting. Relatively little wealth is created in 
New York. Ideally, shareholding would be dis­ 
tributed more equitably—not in the value of 
the holdings but in their numerical distribution. 
Nothing is more nearly calculated to bring 
about and understanding of the use of capital 
than a direct interest in the consequences of 
abusing capital. If the United States had 50 
million direct shareholders, it would have twice 
that many citizens with no tolerance for creep­ 
ing collectivists.
